A LAVISH new multi million pound 
family leisure destination is on the 
cards for Southend. 

Developers who have bought a hum¬ 
ble car park in Lucy Road, Southend, 
vow to transform it into a family ori¬ 
entated facility that will be “better 
than Bas Vegas”. 

Director of Turnstones 
Developments, Tim Deacon, shared 
his ambitious plans with the YA for a 
ten screen multiplex cinema, 11 
restaurants, an outdoor play area and 
99 apartments. 

Mr Deacon said he had already 
approached restaurants TGFi, Coast to 
Coast, Chiquito’s and Frankie and 
Benny’s who have all agreed to open 
an eaterie at the site. 

The developers hope to start work at 
the end of this year with a phased two 
year building project planned. 

He said: “We are 100 per cent com¬ 
mitted to Southend and are intending 
to submit a full planning application 
by the end of the year and a public 
consultation will take place this 


autum. We will create better, more 
family oriented restaurants. 

“I have toured Southend and I am 
aware of the requirement that is need¬ 
ed for this catchment area. 

“I want something a bit different for 
children here too like a climbing wall 
and other bits and pieces.” 

Cineworld pulled out of a deal with 
Turnstones earlier this year, but Tim 
Deacon is now liaising with other cin¬ 
ema firms. 

The council signed up Turnstone 
Estates as its partner for the scheme, 
but the developer will bankroll it. 

Leader of the council, Ron Woodley, 
said: “The job creation and private sec¬ 
tor investment in this regeneration 
scheme are significant and provide a 
once in a generation opportunity to 
bring real change to this part of the 
town. 

“We have a daytime economy and a 
night-time economy, and this will be a 
bridge to that, giving us an evening 
economy.”

Kelli’s macabre tales unveiled

A FORMER Southend High School 
pupil has a fascination with the 
macabre world of experiments on the 
human mind, Suzi Muston writes.

During the Cold 
War the Russians revealed they had 
successfully found some people who 
had a strong psychic ability. 

“The Americans then followed suit 
but the results were very mixed.” 

Kelli also uncovered details on hor¬ 
rific research carried out in Japan on 
captives while they were still alive. 

Kelli, who was once a dog groomer 
and has only been writing for two 
years, will be one of the stars at the 
Leigh On Sea literary and arts festival 
next month. 

She met up with a writing group in 


Southend after finding them by 
chance on Facebook. 

She said: “We all met up last 
September and decided to host the 
first ever literary and arts festival in 
Leigh On Sea this year.” 

Project Butterfly was released in 
2014 and was a finalist in the 2014 
Wishing Shelf Independent Awards. 

Project Mayhem, the second instal¬ 
ment was released May this year. 

She is writing her third book.

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Lottery boost for charity as it warns over diseases 

PDSA appoints 
‘pet champion’ 

THOUSANDS of pets across Southend are at 
risk from killer diseases such as parvovirus 
and feline leukaemia, according to vet charity 
PDSA. 

A new pet well-being champion has now 
been appointed to help protect vulnerable pets 
in the town. 

Veterinary nurse Claire Cooke has been 
named “pet champion” at the PDSA Southend 
clinic, thanks to a £550,000 award from play¬ 
ers of People’s Postcode Lottery. 

The appointment comes after PDSA warned 
of a potential crisis due to the b.lmillion UK 
pets not receiving regular booster vaccinations 
and the 4.1m cats, dogs and rabbits not cur¬ 
rently neutered. The charity said this leaves 
pets exposed to a range of potentially deadly, 
preventable diseases such as leptospirosis, 
womb infections and certain cancers. 

Claire is one of more than 50 vets and nurs¬ 
es across the UK who will educate pet owners 
about preventive health. 

They will also encourage the uptake of thou¬ 
sands of vaccinations, neutering operations, 
parasite treatments and microchips to safe¬ 
guard dogs, cats and small furry pets. 

Claire said: “The funding from players of 
People’s Postcode Lottery means I can protect 
more local pets against diseases and educate 
more owners about preventive health. 

“This will make a huge difference in tack¬ 
ling some of the biggest welfare issues facing 
our nation’s pets.” 

Last year the PDSA helped 478,000 pets, a 
rise of 50 per cent against the previous year.

More children getting 
into grammar schools

JUBILANT Southend educa¬ 
tion bosses said a scheme to 
increase the number of children 
admitted to one of the town’s 
prestigious grammar schools 
has been a huge success. 

They said up until this year, 
two-thirds of Southend’s 
grammar schools’ places had 
been taken up by youngsters 
outside of the area. 

Now almost half of the 


places at one of Southend’s 
four highly respected gram¬ 
mar schools have been offered 
to a child from the area. 

This is an increase of around 
30 per cent against last year. 

A cross-party team of coun¬ 
cillors said they carried out an 
in-depth study into the falling 
number of primary school- 
children entering Southend’s 
grammar schools. 

They met primary and gram¬ 
mar headteachers, 10 chairmen 
of governors, the youth mayor 


and a number of young people 
on the youth council. 

Anne Jones, Southend coun¬ 
cillor responsible for children 
and learning, said: “The coun¬ 
cil wants every young person to 
achieve the best possible acad¬ 
emic and vocational results 
they can and we have support¬ 
ed families and schools to 
make the 11-plus more accessi¬ 
ble to all children. 

“We have also challenged 
our primary schools to ensure 
that all children who have the 


potential to benefit from a 
grammar school education, 
regardless of their back¬ 
ground or social circum¬ 
stances, should be encouraged 
to do so. 

“The information that we 
provide to parents and our 
communication with them has 
also improved. 

“Through our seven-point 
pledge we are committed to 
continuing this work in part¬ 
nership with all schools in the 
borough.”

Twitter: @SouthendYA NEWS 

Paul’s fire safety 
message for deaf

AN ESSEX firefighter’s pro¬ 
ject to ensure deaf people get 
fire safety advice has seen him 
shortlisted for a national award. 

Although he is not deaf, Paul 
Pemberton learned sign lan¬ 
guage to help get his message 
across. He is determined deaf 
people should have access to 
information which could save 
their lives. 

Paul created six subtitled fire 
safety videos in British Sign 
Language (BSE) helped by 18- 
year-old deaf fire cadet Gracie 
Gilmore, which explained 
about fire alarms, fire escapes, 
cooking safely and general fire 
safety. 

This earned his nomination 
for “outstanding service” in the 
national deaf charity 
Signature’s annual awards. 

Paul, formerly based at 
Southend, has been made coun¬ 
ty fire service officer responsi¬ 
ble for its BSE project covering 
fire safety for all deaf/hearing 
impaired people in Essex. 

He is also a regular and active 
visitor to Southend Deaf Club, 
and holds open days for people 
with hearing problems at fire 
stations throughout Essex. 

Paul said: “I am honoured to 
have been nominated for such a 
prestigious award. To think I 


make a difference within the 
deaf community is quite hum¬ 
bling. 

“I am very fortunate to have 
such great support from my 
employers, enabling me to have 
such a positive impact, and my 
BSE tutor has been an inspira¬ 
tion.” 

Tutor Sister Marika Rebicsek 
nominated Paul for the award 
and described him as “one of 
the most successful students I 
have ever had in raising aware¬ 
ness. His positive actions go far 
beyond the normal call of 
duty.” 

Signature’s chief operating 
officer Lindsay Foster added: 
“Paul works very hard for the 
benefit of the deaf community. 

“He has educated and helped 


a lot of deaf people with 
regards to fire safety and deal 
awareness and he continues to 
be an active and positive role 
model for all of us. We wish 
him luck with the award and 
hope he carries on his good 
work.” 

Judges will announce win¬ 
ners on Friday October 9 at the 
Museum of Science, 
Manchester. 

Last month, Paul won the 
Adult Achievement Award a1 
the Heart EM Essex Heroes 
Awards for the work he has 
been doing.

Joan^ legacy lives on

THE WOMAN who made the first donation to 
kick-start a local charity died in the hospice she 
helped create. 

Joan Mead’s secret £5 gift, which boosted the 
foundation of Havens Hospices, came to light 
after her death last April. 

The care team who looked after Joan, 86, from 
Southend, had no idea about her connection to 
the charity. 

Her donation, left on the doorstep of one of the 
hospice’s founders. Daphne Hall, became the 
first, which eventually established Fair Havens 


in Westcliff, and Thundersley’s Little Havens. 
Joan’s daughter Annette Buries said: “My dad, 
Ron, had cancer in 1982 and had to be cared for 
at St Joseph’s Hospice in east London, because 
there was nothing locally. 

“It was hard for mum, who would go up to visit 
him every day after work. 

“She really wished there was a hospice in 
Southend, and mentioned this to Daphne who 
said that she had already identified this as some¬ 
thing the town needed and she, along with mem¬ 
bers of the church, were working towards. 

“Mum said that she would make the first 
donation, and it was she that secretly left the £5 
donation in an envelope on Daphne’s doorstep. 


Dad’s mum, nanny Mead, died at Fair Havens in 
1984 so it was there for her too.” 

Joan was admitted to the hospice due to com¬ 
plications from severe septicaemic arthritis. 

Annette, 65, from Leigh, said: “She would tell 
the nurses that she knew Daphne and was 
involved at the very beginning,” 

Daphne said: “Joan went to Earls Hall Baptist 
Church where the hospice idea was first dis¬ 
cussed. I can’t recall if she was at the original 
meeting, but Joan was always interested in how 
the hospice was progressing. 

“One day, I came home to find a brown enve¬ 
lope on the doorstep with the words ‘For the hos¬ 
pice’ on the front and it contained a £5 note.

“Many years later, I was speaking at a meeting 
and telling of the ‘brown envelope’ moment and 
that I really wanted to know who it was so I 
could say thank you. A lady came up to me after¬ 
wards and said it was Joan Mead.” 

Joan fundraised for the charity, decorated the 
bedrooms before the hospice opened and volun¬ 
teered in the kitchen. 

She was well known in the local community 
for cycling everywhere, especially to and from 
her job at HMRC Customs and Excise. The fam¬ 


ily is now continuing to support Fair Havens in 
memory of Joan. Annette said: “Many people 
made a donation at her funeral, and my son 
Craig and his wife Kerry did a 170 mile bike ride 
at the start of July in memory of mum and to 
raise money for Fair Havens.” 

Daphne added: “When I heard that Joan had 
been cared for and died at Fair Havens Hospice, 
I thought it was wonderful that Fair Havens 
could be there for her when she needed it. It 
seemed like her story had come full circle.”

THE Essex Police Commissioner’s office is the 
second most efficient in the UK, the campaign¬ 
ing group The Taxpayers’Alliance has revealed. 
Police and Crime Commissioner Nick Alston 
welcomed the report but claimed his office was 
more efficient than estimated because the 
alliance miscalculated how many communica¬ 
tions staff he employed. 

Jonathan Isaby, chief executive of the alliance, 
praised Mr Alston’s efficiency but accused him 
of wasting too much money on PR workers. 

He said: “Essex’s PCC office is certainly a 
good news story compared to the rest of the 
country, but there is still more to do. When the 
police need to make necessary savings while pro¬ 
tecting frontline services, we have to ask if hav¬ 
ing three people tasked with improving the per¬ 
ception of the PCC is really the best use of 
resources.” 

Mr Alston said he did not employ three people 
to manage public relations. The Tory politician 
said he only paid for half that amount. 

He said; “I welcome the report from The 
Taxpayers’ Alliance, as I and my office have 
always strived for transparency on these matters 
and regularly publish our accounts on my web¬ 
site. 

“I am extremely proud of my highly profes¬ 
sional and hardworking team. 

“The report shows that the office of the PCC in 
Essex is the second cheapest in the country, 
based on analysis of spend per 1,000 residents, 
and I spend significantly less than the former 
police authority. I believe I am providing better 
value for money and more open and effective 
scrutiny of the police force than under the old 
authority. 

“I do promote my work and that of the office 
through professional media staff. I regard it as 
essential that the Essex public knows what I am 
doing on their behalf I employ just one full-time 
communications manager and one part-time 
media and engagement officer, a shared resource 
with Essex Police.” 

The most efficient office was Thames Valley. 
For each 1,000 people Mr Alston’s office spent

A PICTURE-POSTCARD cot¬ 
tage offers a unique insight 
into the lives of Dutch set¬ 
tlers in Canvey Island. 

The cottage, which dates from 
1618, is one of just two on the 
island that still remain intact since 
they were built by Dutch workers 
who settled with their families. 

They came to Canvey Island 
when Dutch engineer Cornelius 
Vermuyden drained and embanked 
the area in the 17th century and 
many remained in the area. 

While one of these cottages, in 
Haven Road, which was built in 
1621, is privately owned, the other 
in Canvey Road was given to the 
borough council in 1952. 

It was restored and repainted, 
and work was carried out to re¬ 
thatch its conical roof, so it could 
be opened as a museum in 1962. 

The Benfleet and District 
Historical Society runs the muse¬ 
um on the council’s behalf and fur¬ 
ther work has been carried out 
over the years to restore it further, 
while items of interest have been 
added to its collection. 

Stepping through the front door 
of the cottage and standing in its 
living room, the first thing to strike 
you is its low the ceiling. 

The first floor of the cottage 


would have been made of beaten 
earth and shells, but this has been 
improved over generations and 
now it has five separate layers, the 
most recent being a covering of 
rough brick. This, and the fact that 
the floor bricks used in its final 
layer are a different size to what 
are used today, has made the ceil¬ 
ing so low. 

In the living room you can see 
antique Dutch tiles, fire-irons and a 
fender made by craftsmen more 
than 150 years ago, as well as a 
Tudor chair found in a farmhouse 
in Canvey. There is also a spinning 
wheel that is more than 200 years 
old, ancient eel spears and the 
original plac|ue taken from the site 
of the old village pump. 

Even the table where the muse¬ 
um’s literature is kept was made in 
the time of Queen Anne, when 
pegging was used instead of 
today’s nails and screws. 

While the cottage’s doors and 
window frames are replicas many 
beams are original. On the first 
floor is a landing at the top of the 
stairs where the children of the

house would have slept, which has 
enough room for an antique cradle 
and a child’s rocking chair, typical 
cottage furniture of its time. 

In the main bedroom is a fasci¬ 
nating display of sailing vessels 
that would have passed Canvey 
including models of a Roman mer¬ 
chant ship, a Danish longboat, a 
medieval castle ship and a Flemish 
carrack. The room is also home to 


a panoramic scene of the River 
Thames and Canvey Island, on 
which you can see the Danish 
Camp at Benfleet and Dutch cot¬ 
tages. Once you have explored the 
cottage visit an exhibition hall 
behind, which is home to many 
items the cottage did not have 
room for, such as a large collection 
of corn dollies from Essex and 
other counties and tools that were 


used to keep the sea walls and 
ditches in good order. 

The museum is open from spring 
until the end of September, on 
Sundays from 2.30pm to 5pm, as 
well as on Wednesdays and bank 
holidays during the same times in 
July and August.

Do you know about the new 
Legionella rules? 

Legionnaires’ Disease is one of those public health threats that, in the past, has 
spread panic when its bacteria has entered the water or air conditioning systems of 
large public buildings such as hospitals and hotels. 

The panic has been justified. If you are unlucky enough to inhale a droplet of water infected 
by Legionella bacteria and it spreads to your lungs then nasty flu-like symptoms develop. 
These can then be followed by a form of pneumonia which, for ill or elderly people, can be 
fatal. 

But as a landlord you’d think it was a disease that you needn’t worry about; unfortunately 
you would be wrong. 

The UK’s Health and Safety Executive (HSE) recently extended its regulations covering the 
control of the disease to privately rented properties. The rules aren’t unduly difficult to 
implement, but if you ignore them then fines of up to £20,000 may follow. 

Legionnaires Disease came to prominence in 1976 when it got into the air conditioning 
cooling towers of a hotel in the US and killed half a dozen American Legion army veterans 
attending a gathering there. But there have been UK outbreaks too including one in 
Edinburgh in 2012 that killed four people. 

The HSE is worried about residential rental properties mainly because from time to time they 
are empty during void periods and their hot and cold systems are unused. And 
Legionnaires’ Disease bacteria loves standing or stagnant water in pipes and shower heads. 
So what do you have to do? 

Here is a summary of the basics: 

As a landlord you must: 

• Carry out (or pay a specialist to carry out) a full risk assessment on your property. 

But also: 

• Flush out a property’s hot and cold water systems before tenants move in. 

• Avoid debris getting into the system (for example ensure any cold water tanks have a 
tight-fitting lid). 

• If a property has a hot water tank, ensure the hot water within it is heated to at least 60 °C 
- Legionella bacteria cannot survive at this temperature or above. 

• Have old or unused pipes replaced - the bacteria like rust and scale. 

• Advise tenants to regularly clean and disinfect showerheads

Ab Where legalities are 
concerned, you really 
should be asking a 
solicitor. That said, 
however, my 

understanding is that 
you basically own half 
the thickness of any 
party wall - so as far as 
minor, everyday things 
are concerned, like 
drilling into it to install 
fixings for kitchen 
cabinets or shelves, or even cutting into it 
to install electrical wiring and sockets, you 
are basically free to do what you like. That 
said, it is no more than common courtesy 
to let your neighbours know before you 
start. 

Major structural work, on the other hand, is 
another matter, and is governed by the 
Party Wall Act, 1996, most recently 
updated in January this year. Basically, this 
enshrines your right to do things like 
cutting into the wall to take one end of an 
RSJ, or slicing all the way through it in 
order to install a new damp course. If 
necessary, it even permits you to demolish 
the whole thing and completely rebuild it. 
However...you must give the owners of the 
adjoining property written notice, not less

than two months ahead 
of the planned start date. 
This notice should be 
dated, and it is advisable 
to include a clear 

statement that it is a 
notice under the 

provisions of the Act. 
Your neighbours should 
in turn give their consent 
- again, in writing - 
within 14 days. 

When it comes to the 
work itself, the Act 
stipulates that it should 
not cause undue 
inconvenience to your 
neighbours. It also 

makes you legally 
responsible for providing 
suitable protection for 
buildings and property during the course of 
the work, and for compensating your 
neighbours in the event of any incidental 
damage. In return, your neighbours are 
legally bound to allow free access to their 
property as necessary for the proper 
completion of the work. 

Finally, while my understanding is that a 
neighbour can’t actually stop you from 
exercising your rights under the Act, failure 
to do things by the book could trigger a 
lengthy and potentially costly dispute. And 
disputes can happen all too easily, since all 
the neighbour need do to trigger one is to 
withhold his or her written consent. That’s 
why I would strongly urge you to discuss 
your plans with your neighbours well in 
advance - and seek proper legal advice!

Funkier new Smart is still leftfield

I ALWAYS thought the original Smart Forfour 
would sell well, being, well, smart, funky and 
just that little bit left field. 

When it was disoontinued after poor sales, 
the Meroedes-owned firm carried on with 
the Fortwo. But the Forfour rose again last 
year after the parent firm clearly identified a 
market. 

Like its predecessor, it is at the expensive 
end of the micro car price scale, but only a 
few hundred pounds more than its two-door 
stablemate and features good levels of stan¬ 
dard equipment. The new version is even 
funkier and still very left field. 

Even the entry level includes cruise control, 
15-inch alloys, automatic climate control and 
ISOFIX child seat mounts.In practical terms, 
all models include a moveable cargo box 
and 50/50-split rear seats to open up the 
boot space from 185 litres to a very gener¬ 
ous 975 litres. 

The centre console also features a pull-out 
tray and double cup holder. 

This test model costs more than £12,300, 
but it is packed with standard kit, including 
goodies like, panoramic glass roof, reversing 
camera and parking sensors. 

Built in collaboration with Renault and 
sharing much of the Twinge city car technol¬ 
ogy, it is a five-door micro mini with a sur¬ 
prising amount of room, which can accom¬ 
modate four adults easily. 


Unusually, and like the Renault, it is rear- 
engined and rear wheel drive. 

This means that the front wheels, unen¬ 
cumbered with drive shafts have a very tight 
turning circle, making it ideal for slotting into 
tight parking spaces and zipping around the 
city. 

The turning circle is like a black cab. The 
rear door also open up to 85 degrees, eas¬ 
ing access for even the tallest passengers, 
however the rear windows are opened via a 
latch, rather than wind-down. 

There is a single, one litre three-cylinder 
engine with two power outputs, the 71 bhp 


unit driven here, mated with a five-speed 
manual gearbox, or a 90bhp turbocharged 

The interior continues the funky theme with 
its two tone look, and chunky controls. 

The binnacle has a single large dial behind 
a leather-trimmed, three-spoke multi-func¬ 
tion steering wheel. 

A 3.5-inch touch screen is situated in the 
centre of the dash which controls infotain¬ 
ment and Bluetooth connectivity systems. 

Other controls and stalks feel substantial 
as do the two large containers on the front 
doors. 

The finish is tough plastic rather than soft 


touch, which cheapens an otherwise smart 
interior which has classy touches like leather 
upholstered seats. 

Other standard kit for this model includes 
climate and cruise control, heated seats for 
driver and passenger, auto door looking, 
auto wash/wipe function and lane keeping 
assist with acoustic and visual warning. 

The Smart Audio-System includes FM and 
AM tuner with connections for USB, MP3 
and AUX input and Bluetooth connectivity. 
For safety there are driver and passenger 
front and side airbags and driver kneebag 
,stability control, pedestrian impact protec¬ 
tion front and side and tyre pressure moni¬ 
toring system. 

It's not cheap, but smart does have appeal 
and with high levels of equipment and dis¬ 
tinctive styling will appeal to many suburban 
drivers.
